BE 1T ENACTED by the Council and House of Representatives
of the Territory of Wiscensin:

Secrion 1.  That for the purpose of permanently locating the
seat of justice of Sauk county, a special election shall be held
in Sauk county on the first Tuesday of Aprii next, at which elec-
tion every white male inhabitant of the age of twenty-oue y;ef*s
and upwards, who is at the passage of this act a resident ,of said
county, shall be entitled to vote for such place or point as he may
choose for the seat of justice of said county, and the place having
a majority of the votes given ghall be the seat.of -justice of said
county: Provided, thatif a majority of the voles cast at such
election shall be for some place vther than the present locauon,
the county seat shall not be removed to such place until the coun-
ty commnssxoners of said coqmy shall first re»coqyey to such per-
sons as have donated ].md fo said county in consideration of the
establishment of the county seat at its present location, all lands
or town lots so donated as hll not flave been sold by said’county;
and shall also convey the plal of land occupied as a public square,
and upon which the court house is now located, to school district
No one, of Sauk county, for the use of seu] district. And forail
